SUICIDE IS 


VERDICT OF 


THE CORONER 


Coroner W. L. Jackson this after- j 


noon filed at the courthouse his find- 
ing in the case of the death of Mrs. 
E. C. Copper, wlio died of a bullet 
wound in the head, her body being 
found in the back yard of the Copper 
home in. Morris street early in the 
morning of February 5. The coroner 
finds that Mrs. Copper's death was 
"suicide by use of fire-arms, deceas- 
ed being mentally irresponsible for 
the act.," 


In relation to the verdict, Coroner 


Jackson said: 
"I am satisfied that 


—na^c-ne is criminally responsible for 


the woman's 
death 
and 
this, of 


course, ends any further investiga- 
tion on the part of the coroner." 


Dr. Jackson stated that he had de- 


layed filing the verdict to give those 
interested all the opportunity neces- 
sary to make an investigation. 


No word has been received by any 


local officials from Detective Foster 
since his statement was made public 
a, week ago. in which 
he claimed 


that there was evidence that the wo- 
man's death -was not caused by her 
own hand. 


Coroner Jackson's finding is sup- 


ported by the opinion of local police 


officials. Prosecutor Homer, and oth- 
ers, who are familiar with the details 
-of the case, though they all were 
willing to listen to any evidence ot a 
crime having been committed.

From Ohio L & P. Co.

(By Carl Norpell.) 


On the 30th day of this month th 


electors of this municipality are to 
vote on the question as to whethe 
•we shall issue and sell $30,000 o 
municipal bonds with which to con 
struct and equip an electric 
llgh 


plant to light the streets 
of this 


city. 


If we can purchase the necessary 


current to light our streets from the 
Ohio Light and Power Company, as 
cheap or cheaper than we cun pro- 
duce it, then there is absolutely no 
excuse or business sense in further 
Increasing the bonded indebtedness 
of this city. 


I understand that the indebted- 


ness of this city to be as follows: 
Bonds issued by the city 


and unpaid 
$1,066,000 


Bonds issued by the school 


board and unpaid .... 
213,000 


Floating indebtedness of 


of school board esti- 
mated 
60,000 


Total city Indebtedness. .$1,339,000 
I understand that the tax dupli- 


cate in round numbers amounts to 
130,000,000. 
That the city levy for city 


purposes is 5.45 mills 
per dollar, or about .. . .$163,300 


That the city's 
receipts 


from the liquor licenses 
per anum, are about 
31,000 


Total receipts 
$194,500 


That of the 5.45 mills lev- 


ied 
for 
city purposes 


2.65 
mills is levied for 


the purpose of 
retiring 


the bonds and paying 
the interest on the bond- 
ed indebtedness, amount- 
ing to about 
79,500 


Leaving the paltry sum of $115,000 
with which to maintain the city gov- 
ernment, pay the salaries of all the 
city officials, keep up and maintain 
the police force, the city prison, the 
fire departments, 
city's share of 
street paving, sewers, cleaning, re- 
pairing and gravejing the 
streets, 


insurance, repairs on public build- 
ings, etc. 


In other words, it takes about one- 


half of the entire resources of the 
city from taxes and liquor license 
tax to retire the bonds as they fall 
due and pay the interest. 


If we keep on issuing bonds we 


•will soon reach the point where it 
will tak« almost the entire city fund 
raised by taxation to pay the inter- 
est and retire the bonds and we will 
have nothing with which to pay the 
running expenses of the city govern- 
ment. 


The city cannot issue over $1,500,- 


000 of city bonds for any purpose or 
all purposes together, even by the 
vote of the electors and if we keep 
on issuing bonds we will soon have 
reached our limit and 
no matter 


•what emergency may arise or what 
the necessity may be to issue bonds 
It will be impossible to do so and 
certainly, good business requires us 
to leave a margin so that if any 
great calamity should befall the city 
or any vital necessity should require 
the issuing of bonds, we may still 
do so. 


For instance, the street 
paving 


s* 
around our square and on the Main 


™ 
street is in a horrible condition and 
is not much better than a corduroy 
road and we will soon have to re- 
pair them. 
A large part of this ex- 


pense will necessarily fall upon the 
city. 


Again, much of the city has no 


sanitary sewers whatever and 
the 


other part a very defective system 
and the time is coming soon when 
the public health will require and 
demand a thorough 
and 
complete 


sewer system for this city. 


We may, at any time, be called 


upon and required 
by the State 


Board of Health, to put in a filtra- 
tion plant, which would cost 
any- 


where from $100,000 to $200,000 
as I understand. 


tendency to drive from the city peo- 
ple of means and would also have a 
tendency to discourage owners or 
manufacturing plants from locating 
in our midst and those that are al- 
ready here 
from 
enlarging their 


plants or even remaining here. 


The municipal bonded 
indebted- 


ness of this State has been increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds for 
the 
past 10 yean. 


According to the statement of the 


State Auditor Donahey, the munici- 
pal debt of the State has increased 
$138,814,403.00 from 1890 to 1914. 


The municipal county, township 


and school debt has increased from 
$41,297,000 in 1880 to '$293,099,- 
000 in 1914. 


In the last 4 years it has increas- 


ed over $105,000,000. 


We should remember when we is- 


sue bonds that not only the 
bonds 


must be paid, but the interest as 
well. 


For Instance we are about to issue 


$240,000 of subway bonds. A great 
many people are under the impres- 
sion that all we have to do, is to 
pay that $240,000. 


These bonds run from 
1919 
to 


1942, and the interest 
on 
these 


ionds will have to be paid by the 
tax payers of the city of Newark 
and the interest will amount to 
1170,000 more than 
the 
original 


ssue of $240,000, or a total of 
$410,000.00. 


That is to say—That if the city's 


share of the original cost of this 
construction does not exceed $240,- 
000, 
still the subway will cost the 


tax payers of Newark in 
principal 


and interest $410,000.00. 


Private companies 
can 
furnish 


better service and with a less cost 
than a plant owned by the city. 


The Ohio Light and Power Com- 


pany has erected in this city a mag- 
nificent plant, costing about $500,- 
000, of which I think every citizen 
must be proud. 


It is equipped with the most mod- 


ern, up-to-date and -triplicate engines 
boilers, dynamos and other machin- 
ery necessary for the manufacture of 
electric current. 


It is not only furnishing citizens 


of Newark with light and power, but 
the surrounding cities and counties. 


There can be no question but what 


they can give the city and its citi- 
zens better service than any $30,000 
plant that can be built and operated 
by the City of Newark. 


Neither can there be any question 


but what it can produce the necessary 
current cheaper than the city can pos- 
sibly produce it and still make a 
reasonable profit. 


All it has to do is connect with the 


city lines, add a little more fuel and 
a little more labor and turn on the 
juice, with the same overhead expense 
that it now has, and all connections 
will be mads by the company without 
expense to the city. 


It stands ready and willing to fur- 


insh the city with all the current it is 
now using, for less than $8,000 per 
annum, and current for as many addi- 
tional lamps as the city may need 
from time to time at the same rate. 


Even a better contract 
than 
this 


might be made if the council would 
follow the method adopted in regartl 
to the water works plant and appoint a 
committee of three able and upright 
citizens to take this matter up with 
the Light and Power company, with a 
view of setting tbe best possible rate 
and report to the council. 


By making such a contract with tbe 


Light and Power company, or the Ohio 
Electric Railway company, the city 
would know exactly what it is paying 
for lighting the streets. 


It would not be necessary to issue 


any bonds or take any cbances of its 
costing the city a much larger sum 
than if they erected and operated their 
cwn plant. The city would be relieved 


We may, at any time, be called up- 


on and required <to erect and main- 
tain a sewerage and garbage dispos- 
al plant which would probably cost 
another $100,000. 
^ Therefore under present conditions 
we should not issue any bonds for 
any purpose that is not absolutely 
necessary. 


!A large bonded indebtedness must 


of necessity mean a high tax rate.

piration of that contract, could erect 
and have ready for operation, a plant 
of their own.

builds this plant *hat will it cost?

Now If anybody knows or ought to 


know what It will cost the city to pro- 
dice this current, it is an electrical c\- 
I-crt engineer and as he was employed 
and paid by the city, we have aright 
to assume that he made the best pos- 
eible showing that he could for tha 
c'ty. 


Therefore, it is a plain proposition 


that the current can be purchased 
much cheaper than it can be produced 
and we ought to settle the matter in 
the mind of every intelligent voter. 


I am frank to say that I am op- 


posed to municipal ownership on gen- 
eral principles 
for 
the following 


reasons: 


1. In this day and generation no 


manufacturing enterprise can be maJe 
successful and profitable unless it is 
conducted 
and 
operated upon the 


most* economic basis and with the very 
highest efficiency. 


2. Every element necessary to tho 


successful and profitable operation of 
a manufacturing plant is absent and 
lacking in a plant conducted by a 
municipal corporation. 


3. In a private enterprise every dol- 


lar that goes into the plant is fur- 
nished and owned by the men wbp op- 
erate the plant, while, in a plant con- 
ducted by a municipal corporation the 
Public Service Director, who is in ab- 
solute charge of the entire property, 
hasn't a cent invested in it. 


4. In a private enterprise every 


dollar earned above expenses, belongs 
to the men who have charge of and 
are conducting the plant and there is 
therefore every incentive in the world 
for the exercise of economy, efficiency 
and personal supervision. 


While in a municipal plant, no mat- 


ter how much the Public Service Di- 
rector should make out of it, he 
doesn't get a cent of it except Iiis sal- 
ary and there is no particular incent- 
ive to require of him any extraordi- 
nary effort to make' the plant success- 
ful as he gets the same thing out of it 
whether it is successful or unsuccess- 
ful. 


5. In a 
private enterprise, if a 


plant is unsuccessful the loss falls up- 
on the owners of the plant who must 
go down in their own pockets and 
make it up. 


While in a municipal plant the loss 


falls upon the tax payers and not up- 
on the Public Service Director. 


6. In a private enterprise the men 


selected for the government and man- 
agement are selected on account of 
their experience, technical knowledge, 
skill and ability to handle tbe propo- 
sition. 


While in a municipal plant tbe Pub- 


lic Service Director, in nine cases out 
of ten, is selected on account of his 
political pull or party a&iliaton. 


7.- In a private enterprise the em- 


ployes are retained as long as they 
make good and discharged as soon as 
they become inefficient. 


While in a municipal plant the em- 


ployes are retained as long as the,par- 
ty to which they belong remains in 
power and are fired as soon as the 
otter party takes its place. 


8. In a private enterprise the own- 


ers of the property, or <a board of di- 
rectors selected by them, supervise the 
management and conduct of the busi- 
ness and see that every man dis- 
charges his duty and that the plant 
is conducted along the lines of high- 
est and best efficiency. 


While a municipal plant is in the 


absolute control of one man, th,° Di- 
rector of Public Service and who has 
no interest in the business in most 
cases except holding down his job 


9. In a private enterprise, especial- 


ly conducted by a large corporation, 
there is an auditor, expert accountant 
goes over the books once a month and 
sees that every dollar that is received 
and paid out in tbe conduct of the 
business is strictly accounted for and 
proper books are kept for that 
i>ur- 
pose. 


While in a municipal plant the 


owneres of the property, 
the 
tax 


payers of the city, pay no attention 
whatever to the property owned by 
the city, conducted by the 
Public 
Service Director. 


The Public Service 
Director 
of 


this city has in his charge over a 
million dollars worth of 
property, 


and jet, how many citizens 
have 


ever been inside of the water works 
plant, or the electrical light plant, 
since they were constructed? 


What do they 
know 
about 
the 


state of the accounts or the cost of 
production or whether the business 
is 
conducted 
along 
the 
most 


esconomic and efficient lines or not? 


They know absolutely nothing and 
seem to care less. 


How can a business, conducted in 


this slip-shod manner be economically 
and successfully conducted or made 
profitable? 


The City of Newark now has an 


honest, capable and efficient Public 
Service Director, but in November 
of this year we have a municipal
